'lie said he told tlie newsman tiie FBI had never told him about the car bearing the 
Liuzzo murderers being in the Selma area. He stated he did not know anything about 
the car and, if he did by an outside chance, he might have picked them up. Clark 
further stated that he presumed the FBI had the vehicle under observation. He 
\ continued, ”Pve been getting so much heat from the newspapers on this I had to tell 
(them something. I don't recall receiving any information about the car.** 

After consultation with Messrs. Belmont and Joseph A. Sullivan, and ^ 
approval by Mr. Tolson, the attached statement was released at 9:45 p.m., 3/27/65, I 
to Associated Press and UPI. fN 


'Since this statement was released, there have been several news 
reports alleging SherUf Clark has issued a rebuttal. He has been quoted as saying 
this is not the first time the Department of Justice has called him a liar. Inspector 
Sullivan is checking these reports out to ascertain whether Clark has been talking to 
repcr::srs again, and will report his findings to the Bureau later today. If Clark has 
bee:, tallcing, however, I feel we should not attempt to answer any additional remarks 
he may make regarding this matter. To do so will only feed him more material with 
which to ke^ep a "feud** going with the Bureau, and I believe we should discourage the 
development of such a situation, if at all possible.

This article -reflected that 
at a press conference held In the Sheraton-Cleveland Hotel on 
March 23, 1965, BERNARD LEE, an aide to Dr. MARTIN LUTHER

The Director told the Congressman he felt many courts were 
laking the handcuffs off the criminal and placing them on law enforcement officers, 
Mr. Hoover felt this was due not only to '’bleeding heart" theorists but also due 
CO incompetent and ujiqualiJied individuals on the Dench, The Director cited as 
an example the case handled by Judge Leighton in Chicago concerning the attack 
on police officers by a thug with a broken bottle. 


The Congressman mentioned that Oregon had, in November, 1964, 
abolished capital punishment. Mr. Hoover reiterated his position on capital 
punishment stating he would favor such punishment so long as criminals sentenced 
to life in prison could and would be released as early as seven years after sen¬ 
tencing. He pointed out the fallacy of stating capital punishment did not act as a 
deterrent to crime, Wvatt anreed with the Director's Position- 


Regarding Agent qualifications, the Director stated he had 
successfully resisted Robert Kennedy's efforts to have qualifications lowered 
merely to accept Negro applicants. Mr. Hoover stated the Bureau has 25 Negro 
Agents but all are well-qualified, and he would not lower the standards just to 
accept Negroes as long as he is Director.

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The following references in the file captioned “Communist 
Influence In Racial Matters (CIR}I),“ file #100-442529, contain infor¬ 
mation pertaining to communist influence on Martin Luther King and the 
SCLC. Several officials of the SCLC had been identified as former 
members of the CP, Young Communist League and Labor Youth League. The 
CP agreed with King in his peaceful resistance program to advance the 
Megro. A CP official in Louisiana allegedly stated that money the CP 
was using to aid in registering Negroes to vote in Louisiana had 
actually come from King's group.

The Highlander Folk School wos abolished by an act of the Legislature of the State of Ten¬ 
nessee at a later date because it was charged with being a subversive organization. 

Those numbered in the picture are: 

1. Martin Luther King, Jr., of the Montgomery boycott and the Birmingham riots. Karl 
Prussion, a counterspy for the FBI for twenty-two years, charges that Martin Luther King 
belongs to sixty Communist-front organizations — more than ony Communist in the 
United States. He is promoted and encouroged by the Kennedys. 

2. Abner W. Berry of the Central Committee of the Communist Party. 

3. Aubrey Williams, President ot the Southern Conference Education Fund, Inc., The Trans¬ 
mission Belt in the South for the Communist Party. 

4. Mylei Horton, Director of Highlonder Folk School for Communist Training, Monteogle, 
Tennessee. 

These "Four Horsemen" of rocial agitation have brought tension, disturbance, strife 
and violence in their advoncement of the Communist doctrine of "racial nationolism."
